Colonel Hopkins’ res- 
ignation was announced by Chief 
Justice Edward K. Campbell, who, 
speaking for the court and the per- 
sons Connected with it, exppressed the 
Insincere respect and well wishes of all 
^the retiring clerks ajUd associates. 

Justice Campbell’s tribute included 
a brief sketch of Colonel Hopkins' 
life, his military services, and his con- 
nection with th€^ -Cour^k of Claims 
which extended oyer a period of forty- 
one >jearA '^hie tribute of the f^hief 
Justice was ordered to be made a 
part of the official recdfds of^ the Court 
of Claims. 

Others who paid tribute to the serv- 
ices _ of Colonel Hopkins Avere Benja- 
min. Carter, John G. Gapers, , William 1 
B. king, and John W, Trainer. ReS- j 
olutions of regret at Colonel IJopkins’ 
retirement were presented by the mem- 
bers of the bar of the Court of Claims 
and ip behalf of clerks and employees 
of the court,' the later being read by' 
Assistant Clerk John Randolph. 

Colonel Hopkins has been a trustee 
of the University since 1910.

Tyler Townsend, B. S., 1908, the 
George Washington University, sue 
cessfully defended his thesis before 
L. O; Howard. M. D.. Ph. D.. IJ..I).. 
Chief of the Bureau of Entomology of 
jithe United States Department of Ag- 
jriculture; C. , L. Marlatt, B. S., M. S.. 
Assistant Chie^ of tire Bureau of Kn 
tomology; and A. D. Hopkins, !*h. I).. 
Entomological Assistant in charge of 
Forest Insect Investigations, of the 
Bureau of Entomology. Tlie title of 
the thesis was as follows: | 

THESIS: Contribution to a 

Thorough Knowledge of the Mus- 
cled Flies: On the female-repro- 

ductiVe and' early stage charac- 
ters ds indicating phylogeny and 
a basis for taxonomy, together 
with a consideration of host 
relations, beneral bionomics anr 
distribution. 

The disputation was presided over 
by Paul Bartsch, M. S., Ph. D., Pro- 
fessor of' Zoology^ 

Mr. Townsend has recently return- 
ed from .Perm where he went after 
his graduation from the University 
in 1908. 'There, as the Government 
Entomologist of Peru, he established 
an ehtomologioal service for that 
count|*y^and made valuable research- 
es and dlBcoverips in the origin and 
cause hf certain endemic diseases 
which have been particularly dis 
astrous. 

'The boards of experts in their de- 
cision, declared the thesis to be a dis 
tinct and valuable contribution to 
scientific knowledge and praised it as 
b^ing indicati)i'e of painstaking re- 
search work.

There is going to be a complete 
reorganization of athletics in the Uni- 
versity this year. Everything Is to 
be put on a sound business basis. 
Prof. McNemar, the faculty director of 
athletics, has stated that a meeting 
will be called on Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 11, 1914. for the purpose of or- 
ganizing the Athletic Association. 
Everyone who has a blank showing 
that he has signified bis willingness 
to purchase a season ticket to the 
basketball games, will be admitted 
to the meeting, and will be entitled 
to vote in electing the officers and 
adopting a constitution and by-laws. 
This blank will be an evidence of his 
good faith, but should it so happen 
that after the organization is com- 
pleted he does not finally buy the 
ticket, his membership will immedi- 
ately cease. It is necessary to have 
some basis on which to decide a stu- 
dent’s right to take part in the meet- 
ing, and this appears to be the most 
logical one for the present. There- 
fore, no student who does not have 
one of these slips will be admitted 
to the meeting. 

As stated in last week’s Hatchet, 
the season ticket will be two dollars, 
and that will admit the holder to six 
basketball games, the track meet, 
and entitle him to membership in the 
Athletic Ajsoclation. All athletics will 
be in charge of the Association, and 
the faculty director, and membership 
in it will mean a great deal to the 
student. Other Universities charge 
many times this sum for membership 
in their athletic associations, but in 
order to give an added inducement 
to the student to buy a season tick- 
et. membership in the association J|^as 
been included. 

This first meeting will be exceed- 
ingly important. The Athletic Asso- 
ciation represents the entire student 
body in so far as athletics are con- 
cerned. and consequently, every stu- 
dent should have a vital interest in 
the work of the Association. This 
work will be outlined at the initial 
meeting on November 11; officers 
will be elected, and a constitution and 
by-laws adopted, or at least those of 
the old Association amended to meet 
the changed conditions. With all 
this business to transact, it will be 
necessary to have large attendance, 
representing all departments in the 
University. The Faculty Director 
urges every student to subscribe for 
a season ticket before ^this meeting, 
so that he will be eligible to take 
part. It will be to his own interest 
to do so. for the athletics of the Uni- 
versity will be conducted for the ben- 
efit of all. and if the student is at 
all interested, and every one is, he 
should manifest his interest by sub- 
scribing for one of these tickets. 

The campaign fo" the sale of these 
tickets has been started with a rush. 

le Faculty Director has appointed 
Leo 0.
